TRANSPORTATION J URISDICTION DIVIDED. 


Regio nal ju risdictio n o v er transpo rtatio n is pro po sed in a 
bill intro du ced by Senato r Harry B. Hawes o f Misso u ri. The 
aim is to reliev e the interstate co mmerce co mmissio n o f the 
bu rden o f details in its natio n-wide ju risdictio n. The hill pro ­ 
po ses sev en regio ns, each to hav e a co mmissio n su bo rdinate 
to the single co mmissio n as no w co nstitu ted. 
Under the Hawes arrangement Chicago wo u ld hav e head­ 
qu arters o f a western district, which wo u ld extend to the 
Misso u ri riv er in Misso u ri and wo u ld inclu de Kansas. So u th­ 
ern Misso u ri wo u ld be classified with Arkansas, Oklaho ma 
and Texas. 
This gro u ping is su bmitted with the expectatio n that it will 
be altered to su it su ch lo cal co nditio ns as seem to hav e 
pro mpted the div isio n o f the state o f Misso u ri. 
The senate 
co mmittee o n interstate co mmerce labo red thro u gho u t the 
last sessio n o f co ngress in an effo rt to div ide the co u ntry geo ­ 
graphically fo r the pu rpo se o f making appo intments to the 
interstate co mmissio n, hu t was no t able to reach an agree­ 
ment. 
The Hawes bill go es farther, and instead o f hav ing 
the members o f the interstate bo dy appo inted by districts, it 
co ntemplates su bo rdinate bo dies in the sev eral regio ns. 
The qu estio n came to the fo re in the last co ngress by the 
u nequ iv o cal demand o f Pennsylv ania fo r a member o f the 
co mmissio n. 
The demand was made when an appo intment 
was befo re the senate fo r co nfirmatio n. 
The appo intee was 
co nfirmed and it is u ndersto ck th at so me u nderstanding was 
reached that Pennsylv ania shall hav e reco gnitio n in the fu ­ 
tu re. That may hav e been o nly ru mo r. The so u thwest also 
asked fo r co nsideratio n.

IMMIGRATION CONTROVERSY. 


Lines are fo rming fo r a co ntro v ersy o v er changes in the 
immigratio n law. 
It was generally believ ed that passage o f 
a restrictio n la\N in 19*i4 settled the issu es fo r a lo ng time. 
There was u nanimo u s o pinio n that there sho u ld he restric­ 
tio n. 
The flo o d that started fro m Eu ro pe immediately after 
the war was to o great. 
There was so me qu estio n as to the manner in which the 
qu o tas sho u ld he fixed. 
It was agreed finally that a tempo r­ 
ary pro v isio n sho u ld be that they be based u po n the fo reign 
bo rn in this co u ntry as sho wn by the censu s o f 1890, and that 
the permanent adju stment be acco rding to racial o rigins o f 
o u r po pu latio n as they may be mo re definitely sho wn 
It was generally believ ed that the 1890 censu s wo u ld he in 
fav o r o f the natio ns o f no rthern Eu ro pe, which are mo re eas­ 
ily assimilated. 
Altho u gh co mplete figu res hav e no t been o f­ 
ficially anno u nced there hav e been pu blished co nclu sio n that 
the resu lts aimed at are no t go ing to be o btained to the extent 
anticipated. 
No w changes are being adv o cated with a v iew to bringing 
abo u t mo re nearly the co nditio ns so u ght, and resistance is 
co ming fro m o ther so u rces. 
In this disagreement it may he 
th at no changes will be made. 
1 his is aside fro m so me co r­ 
re c ts e legislatio n to be dev ised that may appear adv isable 
beyo nd qu estio n.

TRANSPORTATION J URISDICTION DIVIDED. 


Regional jurisdiction over transportation is proposed in a 
bill introduced by Senator Harry B. Hawes of Missouri. The 
aim is to relieve the interstate commerce commission of the 
burden of details in its nation-wide jurisdiction. The bill pro­ 
poses seven regions, each to have a commission subordinate 
to the single commission as now constituted. 
Under the Hawes arrangement Chicago would have hea d­ 
quarters of a western district, which would extend to the 
Missouri river in Missouri and would include Kansas. South­ 
ern Missouri would be classified vuth Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas. 
This grouping is submitted with the expectation that it will 
be altered to suit such local conditions as seem to have 
prompted the division of the state of Missouri. 
The senate 
committee on interstate commerce labored throughout the 
last session of congress in an effort to divide the country g eo­ 
graphically for the purpose of making appointments to the 
interstate commission, but wa s not able to reach an ag ree­ 
ment. 
The Hawes bill goes farther, and instead of having 
the members of the interstate body appointed by districts, it 
contemplates subordinate bodies in the several regions. 
The question came to the fore in the last congress by the 
unequivocal demand of Pennsy lvania for a member of the 
commission. 
The demand was made when an appointment 
was before the senate for confirmation. 
The appointee was 
confirmed and it is understock tha t some understanding was 
reached that Pennsy lvania shall have recognition in the fu­ 
ture. 
That may have been only rumor. 
The southwest also 
asked for consideration.

IMMIGRATION CONTROVERSY. 


Lines are forming for a controversy over changes in the 
immigration law. 
It was generally believed that passage of 
a restriction law in 1024 settled the issues for a long time. 
There was unanimous opinion that there should in* restric­ 
tion. 
The flood that sta lled from Europe immediately after 
the war was too great. 
There was some question as to the manner in which the 
quotas should be fixed. 
It was agreed finally that a tempor­ 
ary provision should be that they be based upon the foreign 
born in this country as shown by the census of 1890, and that 
the permanent adjustment be according to racial origins of 
our population as they may be more definitely shown. 
It Mas generally believed that the 1890 census would be in 
favor of the nations of northern Europe, which are more ea s­ 
ily assimilated. 
Although complete figures have not been of­ 
ficially announced there have been published conclusion that 
the results aimed at are not going to be obtained to the extent 
anticipated. 
Now changes are being advocated with a view to bringing 
about more nearly the conditions sought, and resistance is 
coming from other sources. 
In this disagreement it may be 
that no changes will be made. 
This is aside from some cor­ 
rective legislation to be devised that may appear advisable 
bey ond question.
